Pennsylvania’s 1934 Elks conven­ 
tion has closed. 
The peak point in attendance was 
reached Thursday when more than 
2,000 Elks from all parts of the slate 
and Maryland came here to partici­ 
pate in or view the large, colorful 
parade. 
York walked away with the bulk 
of the cash prizes, winning five 
prizes for a total of $275. Lancaster 
and Hanover tied at $50 each, al­ 
though Lancaster won two second 
prizes to win its money.

One prize has not been awarded, 
the Judges differing in the selection 
of the best float. 
The four judges

for prizes in a Pennsylvania state 
convention parade. 
Float Winner Undecided
